During tke Cruad Parade of Tem- 
plars—Review-in* Stand Collapsed. 
Visitors Uiveu an KxeMipllfieatlou 
of D»rlt*y iiife In the South. 
Louisville. Aug. 28.—During the pa- 


rade of Knights Templars there were 
11 cases of prostration due to heat 
and exhaustion. Sir Knight Irwm 
Baitard of Greenville, Ind., was over- 
come while marching. His condition 
is serious, the other cases are cot. A 
portion of the Y. M. C. A. reviewing 
stand collapsed and half a dozen peo- 
ple sustained bruises, and Mrs. James 
Carnahan of Washington suffered a 
brotvn ankle. 


Cotanianderies from Chicago, Pitts- 


burg and San Francisco attracted spe- 
cial attention by their magnificent ap- 
pearance. Columbia Commandery No. 
2 of Washington, D. C., came in fjr 
wild applause all along the route as 
Sir Knight Rear Admiral Schley is a 
member of it and had. been expected 
to march with his comrades. Although 
he was absent, at every point in the 
course, wben the Washington men ap- 
peared, the crowd took up the cry, 
"Schley. Schley, hurrah for Schley!" 
Later when the formal welcome to the 
knights was extended by Judge Bar- 
ker of Louisville, acting for Governor 
Beckham, and ex-Congressman W. C- 
P. Breckinridge. the mention of his 
name elicited applause so enthusiastic 
that both speakers were compelled 10 
stop several minutes. Colonel Breck- 
inridge delivered the chief address at 
this function. Grand Master Lloyd 
responded briefly. The key to the 
city was presented by Mayor Weaver. 
It was so laie when the program was 
completed that there was little time 
for the actual business of the grand 
encampment.

hemisphere. Militarv pageants ban- 
quets and receptions will mark the 
president's stay at the exposition. He 
will speak from the band stand in the 
west esplanade, which is capable of 
holding 250.009 people. President s 
day will therefore be in many respects 
the greatest day among all the great 
days of the exposition season.

Lively Times at Irondale With 


Strike Breakers. 


TIN PLANT WAS FORCED TO CLOSE

Officials Wanted Strikers Ar- 


rested Under liiot Aet but Author:- 
U«a Refused—Asuericait Tin Plait- 
Company Declares War on Unions. 
Goiupers Interviewed. 
Pittsburg, Aug. 2S.—Local strike 


circles were much gratified by re- 
ports of a victory for the strikers at 
Iroudaie, O-, where the American Tin 
Plate company was compeHed to close 
down its recently opvaed plant for 
lack of m»»n to operate it. The day 
was full of excitement in the village 
and street fights came thick and fast 
for a time until the inhabitants were 
wrought into a state of excitement 
bordering on terror. The first fight 
took place when five nonunion men 
left their homes aad started for work 
m the mil!. Oa the main street of the 
village they were met by a party of 
about 20 strikers, who tried to per- 
suade them not to so to work. When 
this failed a stronger argument was 
used, and the men were given a drub- 
bing and driven back to their homes. 
The village had scarcely recovered 
from the surprise when word was 
passed aroucd that a party of new 
men was driving overland from Wells- 
Tille. Almost all the strikers started 
to meet the carriage, and when they 
passed the mill office Ira Householder, 
a nonunion man. shouted at them. 
This precipitated a fight. Manager 
Banfield saved Householder by drag- 
ging; him inside and shutting the door 
with difficulty. The tin plate company 
then attempted to file information be- 
fore Justice Paisley charging the 
strikers with riot, but the justice re- 
fused to entertain the charge, saying 
te would issue warrants for those 
mixed in the fights, charging assauU. 
but no mo"-e serious offense. The at- 
torney thei began the preparation of 
papers to ask for an injunction re- 
straining the strikers from interfering 
with tie nonunionists in any way. All 
the men who have been employed in 
the mill joined the Amalgamated ex- 
cept Householder and James Hindman. 


Reports from all the mills now par- 


tially operated with nonunion men are 
to the effect that the management is 
making gains in its force, and as a 
rule time is being given toward in- 
ducing the old men to return to their 
places. It is said that in most cases 
this work has been successful. 
Offi- 


cials of the Demmler tin mills have 
announced their intention to start 
that plant uuring the present week. 
It is claimed that the men to operate 
the mills will come from the ranks of 
former employes, and no men will be 
imported. 


Tin Company's Defi. 


The American Tin Plate company 


has 
issued an 
official 
statement 


positively denying that there are any 
negotiations on foot looking to a set- 
tlement of the strike, and authorizes 
the statement that mills put in opera- 
tion during the strike will be contin- 
ued nonunion, and all men now going 
to work will be retained in their posi- 
tions. The tin plate trade has always 
been considered among the strong- 
holds of the Amalgamated, and the 
defi appears to have been brought 
about by the association declaring a 
strike against the tin piate company 
after the scale for the year had been 
signed. 
Notwithstanding the fact 


that the Amalgamated people claim 
justification on the ground that their 
constitution provides for such proced- 
ure, the officials of the tin plate com- 
pany consider the action, a breach of 
trust and say that henceforth they are 
determined to cut icose from union 
labor entirely. 
The association of- 


ficials treat the threat with indiffer- 
ence, their only reply being that the 
company can not carry out its plan 
because nearly all of the skilled tin 
workers of the country are members 
of the association, and the plants can 
not be run without them. 


The corporation has started several 


plants in a way and claim? to have all 
the men necessary within reach to 
operate them in full as soon as the 
machinery is in proper shape. 


Many of the machinists of the Na- 


tional tube works at McKeesport de- 
cided to accept the offer of the com- 
pany, and 2w of them returned to 
work. The offer was for the men to 
return to make the necessary repairs 
of machinery. Some interpret the 
movemr-nt as toe first real break in 
the Amalgamated ranks, while others 
consider it merely as anticipatory of 
an early settlement of the strike aod 
the resumption of work at the plant.

CHUN'S SICKNESS. 


Germans Becoming Disgusted With 


China's Royal Apologizer. 


Berlin, Aug. 28.—German officials do 


not feel comfortable about the deten- 
tion of the expiatory mission of Prince 
Chun, brother of the Chinese emperor, 
at Basel, Switz. The sickness excuse i* 
nowhere entertained seriously. Taken 
in connection with the sudden deten- 
tion in Shanghai of the expiatory mis- 
sion to Japan, it is believed to indi- 
cate fresh complications with refer- 
ence to the signing of the protocol of 
Peking. The German papers, which 
comment in a guarded way, suggest 
that the delay of Prince Chun is due 
to an intimation from Emperor Wil- 
liam as to certain matters of cere- 
mony and etiquette with which Prince 
Chun is unable or unwilling to comply 
without permission from the Chinese 
court. It is said at least 1. days will 
elapse before Prince Chun's expiatory 
mission arrives here. All the elabor- 
ate preparations for the reception of 
the prince at the Orangerie, Pots- 
dam, have been stopped. Several pa- 
pers express a hope that he will now 
be given simple hotel accommodations 
instead of the palatial quarters that 
were being prepared.

two valuable Ures in the experiments 
af the Cnited States authorities in Ha- 
vana with disease infected mosquitoes, 
I positively know that they hare been 
carried out in tbe most conservative 
and scientidc way. carefully and advis- 
edly, in the best Interests of science 
and for the benefit of mankind "gener- 
ally. 


••The knowledge gained from these 


unfortunate deaths is of inestimable 
vaJue to the myriads of human beings 
dwelling in the countries and districts 
affected by yellow fever. To be of any 
value to tbe human race these experi- 
ments most be made on human bodies, 
and accidents will happen. Tbe great 
point is whether the end Justified the 
means. I say. notwithstanding this 
lamentable fatality, liiat It does. To 
begin with, yellow fever is a most un- 
certain disease. Ac < ii::::c»nt physician 
with great experi»-n--e of the disorder 
once said:

" 'There are two fclnU.s of yeilcw fever , 


—one where the parents die and the 
other where they <'• u't." 


"Now, take the s:::r:sti<ia of Harana. 


Three years ago there v.-ere nearly 500 
cases of yellow ft-, ir '.'-> the month of 
August there, and a larjre proportion 
proved fatal. This month there were 
only seven cases. 


"This. I maintain. In itself shows tbe
